KEW YORK, Oct. 27.—Exorcises mark- 


ing the completion of the main artery of 
Manhattan's subway and the formal 
transfer of the great underground tunnel 
by the contractors to the city, were held 
in the city hail today. President Roose- 
velt and former Mayor Low sent letters 
of regret, but the gathering in the alder- 
manic chamber where . the 
ceremonies 


were held included-many pi . ions,of pro 
minencc in the city and state. 


At the conclusion of the' exercises the 


city officials and invited guests, with 
Mayor McClellan at their .head, marchei 
to the city hall subway station vyhere a 
special train was awaiting them. Prompt 
ly at 2 o'clock; the mayor turned, on the 
current-and simultaneously twen'tj bthe 
trains which had been stationed \at var- 
ious .points in the tunnel awaiting, the. 
signal were sent away on their first offic- 


tation, hut a thing of heauty. In the 
whole project the esthetic has been kept 
in mind, and it represents the highest 
'type of.such work. Throughout it is 
'lined with white glass-tiles, the iron 
work is tasty and as far as possible has 
been designed with an eye to the artistic 
as well as strength and durability, while 
the stations arc treated in color schemes 
Mb- ceramic tiling. Each station has its 
jwn distinctive color idea,- and the dee- 
jrative scheme-is varied in each.

vas done not only for decorative effect, 
jut in order that the prevailing color 
may indicate tlie locality to the under- 
TOund traveler, whose usual means'of 
cnowing his whereabouts are not availa- 
>le. The stations are commodious and 
jrilliantlv lighted..'and the finishings are 
all of bronze, truss and other 
metal,

sible. The system' is electrical, one great

The-cars are of the latest type, 


joTng especially designed for the system, 
and arc either copper o'r steel sheathed. 
Evary known device and every idea sug-

A complete signal system is in operation, 
and for weeks the trains hn.ve been run- 
ning regularly in order 'to train the mo- 
tormcn a-nd guards in their duties and fa' 
miliariz" them with the road.

$35.000,000; that he should have th 
right to operate it for fifty years, with 
a right of renewal for twenty-five years

3V'per cent interest, and that in fiftj 
years he should repay the $35.000.000 an 
interest by annual instalments. The en

Vice Admiral Rojestvensky's explanation 
of the trawler incident is fully as sensa-^ 
tional as the news of the firing upon 
the fishing fleet which set all England 
aflame! - He. declares Mo was attacked in 
the' '.darkness by two , torpedo. boats 
which, came upon the squadron from the 
direction-, of the fishing-fleet.. He open- 
ed flrii-'and believes he sank ;one' of • the 
torpedo 'boats, the other malting 'off for 
cover1'^mong tlie fishermen. .As.soon as 
hu noticed 'the. fishermen Admiral Rojcst- 


ance of the torpedo boats from the direc- 
tion of the British fishermen, conveying 
an intimation which certainly will arouse 
resentment in England. He declares that 
no other naval commander at sea. under 
similar circumstances would have failed 
to open fire, adds that he courts the ful- 
lest inquiry and suggests that a. court of 
inquiry could be held at Vigo. 


SUGGEST MIXED TRIBUNAL. 


5:39 p. m.-'-The-statement that Admi- 


ral Rojestvensky's report declares that 
no torpedo boats-were within the-squa- 
dron when the incident occurred is co-n- 
firmod. The report is brief and'gives no 
details hut the admiralty announced that- 
it would be given out without awaiting 
for the detailed report .which in expect- 
ed by tomorrow. Owing to the wide di- 
vergence between the two versions of the 
affair, it seems certain that some sort of 
an inquiry is necessary to establish the 
facts, but no steps in that direction have 
yet been taken. The suggestion is made 
that in order to satisfy both parties the 
inquiry should be mode by a mixed tri- 
bunal. It is explained here that 'an in- 
quiry-would not involve a delay in the 
voyage of the squadron as the deposi- 
tio'ns of the officers could be taken. 


At the admiralty there is a feeling of 


great relief''over Rojestvensky's explana- 
tion and rejoicing at the fact that their 
confidence, that there was another side 
to ..the affair is vindicated. 


TORPEDO BOATS IN FLEET? 


LONDON, Oct. 27.—The version of Ad- 


miral Rojestvensky's report given out in 
London says' Rojestvensky states that 
there never was any intention of firing 
on the British trawlers. If a stray shot 
hit a. boat it was entirely an accident.

In view of the entirely new complex- 


ion placed upon the incident by Rojest- 
vensky's report it is readily conceivable 
that Russia may make representatins to 
Great Britain, and that the whole course

Rojestvensky concluded that these were 
Japanese torpedo boats. The Russian 
admiral was of the opinion that his squa- 
dron fired only on these two ships.

.-The admiral-asks what was.-tbe war- 
ship, noticed .hovering near the scene .of 
the 'affair, and declares that all the Rus- 
sian warships steamed off together. 


Rojestvensky further declares that two 


of the ships on which the Russians fired 
were unmistakably of the warship type.
